3. i/rofessor Hoover's examination of the growth of the 
power of the state ia western countries lead® him to the conclusion 
that to date this development ha® been accompanied by little, if 
any, lose of individual freedom. However, the cumulative ami 
partly unavoidable expansion of the area of state power constitute* 
a future threat to pergonal liberty. W hether or not individual

Almost one third ©f the book I# devoted t»* a study of 
she evolution of the Soviet economy and the economies of its 
uropeau Satellite#.

It i# not surprising that little evidence, 
outside possibly e£ Yugoslavia and Poland, i® to be found. However, 
he believe# that the evidence that free societies might develop out 
of collectivist states is, as yet, inconclusive. The possibility

Professor Hoover’s extensive analyse# 
have not led Mm to conclude that personal liberty Is doomed in 
capitalist states, or that it will never appear in communist 
societies, b major portion of the book is given over to marshaling 
the evidence on both aide# of each case.
